disapproval  through  placards,  was 
arrived  at  by  compromise.  At  this 
point.  Pres.  Wilkinson  commented 
to  ward  members,  “You  can’t 
compromise  with  people  who 
aren’t  right.”  He  justified  his 
comment  with  later  description  of 
the  actions  of  these  “peaceful 
demonstrators.” 

As  part  of  the  demonstration,  a 
Negro  faculty  member  opened 
with  a slightly  condemning 
invocation,  though,  according  to 
Wilkinson,  “They  (CSU)  had 
never  had  an  invocation  before.” 
The  national  anthem  saw  black 
students  with  their  backs  to  the 
flag  and  hands  raised  in  the  black 
power  salute.  ‘ I could  see  then 
that  trouble  was  coming,’’ 
Wilkinson  remarked. 

Cougareltes  Keep  Cool 

“During  the  half  time,  while  the 
Cougarettes  remained 
commendably  cool.  150  Negroes 
and  hippies  marched  onto  the 
floor  and  interrupted  the 
routine.”  As  related  by  Pres. 
Wilkinson,  the  violence  was 
sparked  when  a floorsweeper 
unintentionally  slipped  the  broom 
over  the  foot  of  a black 
demonstrator,  at  which  point  he 
hit  the  broomsweeper. 


A general  “slugfest”  followed 
among  the  Colorado  students  with 
BYU  students  remaining 
uninvolved.  At  this  juncture,  the 
Dean  of  Students  remonstrated 
over  the  loudspeaker  that  anyone 
who  stayed  on  the  floor  would  be 
arrested.  While  he  repeated  this 
three  times,  no  officers  were  in 
sight.  According  to  Pres, 
Wilkinson,  they  were  stationed 
three  blocks  away  at  the  student 
health  center. 

“When  the  police  did  arrive, 
they  stood  around  like  a bunch  of 
dummies.  They  were  unarmed  and 
lined  up  as  if  they  were  in  a 
review.  This  may  sound  like 
strong  language,  but  it  was  the 
same  I used  to  the  president  that 
evening.”  Wilkinson  added  that 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  was  as 
disgusted  as  he  was  about  the 
incident.

said  Romney.  “He’s  as  upset  as  I am.” 

“None  of  the  Utah  contingent  was 
injured,”  Romney  noted. 

“But  there  were  threats  of  physical 
violence.  And  some  filthy,  disgusting 
language  was  used  on  those  young  BYU 
cheerleaders.” 

“It  was  like  our  citizens  had  gone  into  a 
hostile  country,  not  a neighboring  state. 

“These  people  went  over  there  to  play 
and  cheer  in  a ball  game.  They  weren’t 
there  to  wage  a holy  war  or  anything 
else. 

“That  new  Colorado  State  president 
A.R.  Chamberlain  apparently  was  lulled 
into  thinking  the  demonstration  would  be 
non-violent. 

“Our  observation  has  been  that  these 
things  are  not  non-violent.  They  breed 
violence. 

“My  interest  is  simply  a matter  of 
protecting  our  people.” 

Romney  noted  that  Western  Atheltic 
Conference  officials  were  meeting  in 
Phoenix  Monday  to  discuss  the  problem. 


“They’re  going  to  have  to  differentiate 
betweert  athletic  contests  and  debate  on 
other  issues,”  Romeny  said.  “People  have 
a right  to  see  what  they  come  to  see,  an 
athletic  event  and  not  a demonstration.” 

“The  place  for  protest  is  elsewhere, 
perhaps  an  assembly  hall  or  plaza.” 

He  suggested  “the  good  example  of  the 
University  of  Wyoming,  where  the  rules 
declare  that  scenes  of  athletic  contests  are 
not  where  demonstrations  are  to  take 
place.” 

“We’re  always  talking  about  the  free 
speech  aspect  of  the  First  Amendment,” 
mused  Romney,  “but  what  about  the 
right  to  practice  your  own  religion 
without  interference?” 

Romney  said  Dunbar  told  him  in  a 
telephone  conversation  Monday  that  he 
would  assign  his  assistant  for  Colorado 
State  University  to  make  a complete 
investigation. 

“If  this  business  doesn’t  end,”  he  said, 
“somebody’s  going  to  get  killed.”

Radical  Problem 


Boycotts  and  violence  seem  to  dominate  the  national  scene  and  this 
gives  us  just  cause  for  concern.  But,  another  threat  is  gnawing  away  our 
society. 

The  violence  and  lawlessness,  for  whatever  reason,  are  a cancer  in  this 
country  and  must  be  removed  before  they  cause  our  downfall. 
Potentially  more  frightening  are  the  vigilante  organizations  springing  up 
to  meet  this  violence  with  force.  The  adage  “Violence  begets  violence 
is  very  accurate  in  describing  this  problem. 

Consider  the  campus  situation  in  America:  When  one  militant  group 
takes  over  a building  on  a campus^  there  is  always  another  group  that 
arises  with  the  intent  to  take  the  building  back  by  force.  They  often 
carry  pipes,  chains  and  clubs  to  “beat  some  sense"  into  the  militants. 

The  major  issue  is  that  now  BOTH  sides  have  broken  the  law.  The 
ends  do  not  justify  the  means.  The  winning  back  of  a building,  or  the 
punishment  of  the  militant  law-breakers,  does  not  justify  the 
undermining  of  the  force  of  law  in  this  country.  The  violence  will  not

Recent  events  in  the  Church  have  sobered  us  all.  For  most  of  us  this 
is  the  first  time  we  can  remember  the  passing  of  one  prophet  and  the 
naming  of  his  replacement. 

Student  reaction,  as  it  has  been  expressed,  indicates  that  some,  at 
least,  regard  President  Joseph  F.  Smith,  Jr.  as  somewhat  of  a “test  of

prophet.  They  consider  his  age  and  apparent  “letter  of  the  law”  would  function  under  such

This  type  of  support  is  worse  than  no  support  at  all.  It  makes  the 
selection  of  our  prophet  a purely  human  consideration.  It  denies  the 
possibility  of  the  Holy  Ghost  being  more  than  fiction.  It  prepares  the 
way  for  the  Restored  Church  to  become  merely  a benevolent  social 
institution. 

This  editorial  is  not  intended  to  “convert”  anyone,  but  merely  to 
point  out  the  hypocrisy  of  the  above  position.  If  the  Church  is  indeed 
divine,  it  should  make  no  difference  whom  the  Lord  chooses  to  be 
prophet  and  president  of  His  Church.  Age  or  knowledge  of  Church 
doctrine  should  cause  no  concern  on  our  part.  Either  the  Lord  does  the 
choosing,  or  He  does  not!  If  the  Lord  can  work  with  His  prophet,  we 
should  have  no  difficulty. 

The  selection  is  not  complete  when  the  prophet  is  named.  We,  also, 
play  a role  in  sustaining  him  via  the  principle  of  common  consent. 

More  important,  we  select  to  sustain  the  prophet  in  our  words, 
thoughts  and  actions.  If  we  hold  back,  qualify  our  support,  or  think  we 
are  “spiritual  giants”  because  we  support  a man  in  his  office  that  we 
would  not  have  selected  had  the  decision  been  ours,  we  are  not 
supporting  and  sustaining  anyone.
